ought to have been difproved by this Anfwerer, or 
elfe the Evidence is as clear as the Sun at Noon, and 
fo I do not doubt will continue, notwithflanding all 
this foolifh barking at it; but it is common, when 
Men want Reafon, they fall to little and contempti¬ 
ble Cavils, as our Author has here done. 
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Another thing I name for the weakning Dr. Wal¬ 
ker's Affertion, that Dr. Gauden was the Author of that 
Excellent Book of the King’s, is what pafled betwixt 
Dr. Merit $», and Dr. Walker, at the late Lord Mayors 
Sir Tbo. Vilkington’s : I fay Dr. Meriton told me that 
he put Dr. Walker to filence, with the Story of Mr. 
Simmoads lending Dr. Gauden the Book, and Dr. Gau- 
den’s transcribing it, and fo returning it to Mr. Sim- 
monds again, and that Mr. Mar ryot flood by, heard 
the debate, and did juftifie Dr. Menton s Concjueft of 
Dr. Walker. And what fays my Adverfary to this ? 
Why here he claps his Wings and Crows, and fays, 

I have committed two Miftakes, that the Difcourfe was 
not at dinner but after dinner, and that Dr. Meriton 
began the difcourfe with Dr. Walker , and not Dr. Wal¬ 
ker with Dr. Meriton , and by thefe two things he 
vainly fancies he has invalidated the whole Tefti- 
mony: Now fuppofe I did miftake as to thefe two 
petty Circumftances, which I am pretty well ahur d 
I did not, for Dr. Meriton told the flory as oceafioned 
by meeting together at my Lord Mayors dinner, and 
did not as far as I can remember defcend to fuch Mi¬ 
nute particulars. Pray good Reader, What is this to 
the flory it felf j namely, The affirming he did io h- 
lence Dr. Walker , that he had not a Word to fay for 
himfelf? Which is fo true, and will be upon juft 
occafion attefted by others as well as my felf, that I 
do here in the face of the World, challenge Dr. Me¬ 
rit on, or Mr. Mar ryot, to deny one fyllable of the tub- 
ftance of it, either as to the one his telling his iuccels 
in the difpute, and the other juftifying of it as really

Mr. Long s Evidence, and his attefting in two Letters 

to 
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to Dr. GoodaR, , that Dr. Gauden did affirm to him, that 
he was fully convinced that the Book was entirely 
the King’s own Work, and what fays my Anfwerer 
to this ftabbing Evidence ? For fo truly it is, and I 
am fure gives the Fa&ion a great deal of Vexation and 
foaming Rage; why truly the Reply to this is very 
diverting, Mr. Long writ the Vox Cleri , and Mr. Long 
is againft Free Prayer and Comprehenfion, &c. and 
what then, is Mr. Long not to be believ’d becaufe of 
his Opinion as to thefe things ?

I have but one thing more to take notice of as to

can give but little heed to, and I will be fo hardy as 
to tell the World, that I will believe the Aflertions of 
Kihg Charles I. before Twenty Committees of thofe 
days, confidering the defigns then on foot, and the re- 
folutions to carry them on ; and' I muft confefs, ever 
'fince I read Whites Centuries, the Witneflfes received 
and the ruine of fo many Families upon fuch Teftimo- 
nies, I have had but a very {lender Value for what 
was printed from thofe Committees; let this man an- 
fwer what the King fays upon this Account in his own 
Defence, and what the Officers of the Army lay in 
their Petition in their behalf, and then he will a£t like 
a clear Anfwerer, and deferve a further Confideration. 

Another thing I Charge this modeft and mannerly 
Gentleman withal, is his falfe Account he gives in his 
former Libel of the Rabble running down to Weflmin- 
(ier in a riotous and tumultuous manner, who he fays 
went only armed with Petitions in their hands in a 
peaceable way, as to which I tell him, and that truly, 
that he contradicts all the Hiftorians of that Age, and 
that they were fo far from fuch a decent Carnage as 
he alferts, that they with Clubs and Staves in their 
hands, cryed out they would have no Groom-Porters- 
Lodge at Whitehall, but would {peak with the King 
himfelf when they pleafed, that they befet the Houle 
of Lords door, and cryed luftice, JuJlice , that they 
broke the Organ, and tore the Veftments of the Church 
of mttminfter in pieces, threw {tones at the Bifhops, 
and endangered the Biffiop of Durham's Life: And 
what fays he to thefe tilings in his Reply ? Why tru¬ 
ly not one Word, but ftill fitlily and againft all Truth, 
would make the World betieve the King was not at all 
affronted, and had no Reafon to leave Whitehall, which 
he muft be a great Stranger to Matters of Fad, that 
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gives any Credit to fuch bold Afiertions; and I am 
lure this man, in this particular, if any man believe 
him, mull be beholden to his blind Credulity, and not 
to his Skill in Hiftory. 

Another thing I call this man to Account for, is his 
bold aflerting the Kings burning by the Hang-man, his 
own Pacification with the Scots when he came to Lon¬ 
don , which I refute by a Paflfage out of Biiliop Burnets 
Memoirs of the two Hamiltons • it is true, the Figures 
are miftaken, but the Story is truly related as it is in 
that Biiiiops Book, but to convince the World of the 
Malice, as well as Fallenefs of this Reflexion, I fhall 
prefent them with a greater Authority than the Bi- 
lhops,and that is an Adt of State againft the Scots con¬ 
cerning a fcandalous Paper dilperfed by them, which 
the Reader may find at large in the Council Table- 
Book. 

On Sunday the Fourth of August 1639. His Maje¬ 
lly being in Council, was pleafed to acquaint the 
Lords with a Paper he had feen at Banvicke, Entituled, 
Some Conditions of His Majeftes Treaty with his Subjects 
of Scotland, which Paper being in moll parts full of 
Falfhood, difhonour and fcandal, to His Majefties Pro¬ 
ceedings in the late Pacification; All which Confi- 
der’d, the whole Board unanimoufiy became humble 
Petitioners to His Majefty, that this falfe and fcanda¬ 
lous Paper might be burnt by the Hang man, to which 
Petition the Earl of Pembrooke, Salisbury and Holland , 
afterward known Enemies to the King’s Caufe, Con- 
lented. And now I hope this will Hop this mans, and 
his Friends mouths as to this particular for the time to 
come, though confidering the Malice of the man to 
the Memory of King Charles , I am apt to quellion it. 

As to what he and I both fay concerning the Procla¬ 
mations 
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mations about the Iri[b Rebellion, I fhall pafs it by at 
prefenc, and refer thee Reader, to the Vindication I 
make by two undoubted Papers of the King’s Innocen- 
cy as to that horrid Rebellion, at the latter end of this 
Paper. 

The laft thing I aflert in the behalf of this Great and 
Vertuous Prince, is what he fays himfelf upon the 
Scaffold, as to the firft beginning of that unhappy, and 
indeed needlefs War on the Parliaments fide, wherb 
he Clears himfelf, by calling G O D to Witnefs, 
unto whom he was fhortly to give an Account, that 
they began the War with him, for the Truth of which 
he refers to the Dates of both their Commiffions, to 
which I have not one Word of Anfwer from this bold 
Libeller, but in a ffiuffling way talking of pawning 
Crown Jewels, which for what ends it was done, or 
defigned to be done, it is not fit for him and I to judge, 
for the Actions of Princes are above our Reach, and 
ought not to be fo narrowly pryed into, yet I dare fay 
it was not to begin a War, becaufe the Good Man fo 
often protefts againft any Intention of War, becaufe 
fo fmall a Sum of Money in companion, would fo lit¬ 
tle have anfwered an Undertaking againff fo great and 
powerful an Enemy, as the Parliament then was, and 
though the King afterwards made that ufe of the Mo¬ 
ney, after the War was actually commenced againft 
him, yet that is no Argument, That that was the Pri¬ 
mary Defign. 

And now Reader, having given thee thefe. fhort Re¬ 
marks upon this filthy and fcurrilous Book, I have lit¬ 
tle more to entertain thee withal, than to tell thee. 
That this Author, has with a great deal of Boldnefs and 
Falfhood, declared, notwithftanding the honeft Ac¬ 
count I have given of my felf from the Age of Twenty 
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One, and of my being Ordained by the hands of Bi- 
fhop Sounderfon, as loon as by Law I ^as capable, 
namely at the Age of Twenty Three, that I was a Pref- 
byterian ; but to Anfwer this in fhort, I do here de¬ 
clare in the Prefence of God, that I never was a PreP 
byterian in my Life, and further, by God’s Grace, that 
I never will be one, for I neither like the Principles of 
that Government, nor the Spirit of too many of that 
Party, for I abhor all Bitternefs and Cruelty. 

As for what he repeats out of Manvel, which were 
madeagainfl: Dr. Parker , I pray God forgive him, it is 
a Defcription that belongs not at all to me, as all thole 
know, who have been acquainted with the courle of 
my Life, nor yet do Dr. Wildes Verfes agaipft Dr. Let 
reach me at all; for I blefs God, ever fince I came to 
a competent Underllanding, I have loved the Confti- 
tution of the Church of England, and done what in me 
lay, to promote its true Interell:, and which I will ne¬ 
ver ceale to do, as long as I have Tongue to fpeak, and 
a Pen to write. 

lfhall conclude this part of my Difcourfe with hear¬ 
ty Prayers to God for my Adverlary, that God would 
open his Eyes, and change his Heart before he dies, that 
fo this Iniquity may not be for his Eternal Ruine.
